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Dear Alumni and Friends, 

As the spring semester is in full swing at PC, I have some exciting and challenging 
news to share. At the fall meeting of our Board of Trustees, an alumnus trustee and his 
wife made an anonymous $3 million commitment that set in motion a series of events 
that I am eager to share with you. This is an interesting story and goes back to the plans 
we developed for this first decade of the new century. This is the story. . . 

Ten years ago, I convened and charged our college with charting a course for PC for 
the first decade of the 21st Century. We had a theme for that group: "Moving Without 
Leaving Home!" The underlying assumption was that we had important work to do to 
advance PC while maintaining our mission and our core values. Commitment to liberal 
learning, honor, service, faith development, vigor and athleticism, and community were 
and are central to being a Blue Hose. 

Our faculty, staff, alumni, friends, and trustees conceptualized a bold plan and 
accomplished a great deal during the past decade. Their work led directly to the Promise 
and Challenge Campaign and 

• 13 endowed or partially funded new professorships: religion and philosophy, 
computer science, music, information technology, English, foreign languages, art, 
theater, political science, history, and biology. 

• 6 new academic majors and minors and a host of enrichment funds: The Leith 
Lecture Series, The BB&T Program in Capitalism, The Lanier Technology 
Program, The Cornelson Center for the Exploration of Christian Practice, The 
Chinese Scholars Program, The Confucius Institute, Student Summer/Research 
Fellowships and the like. 

• $12.5 million in new scholarships for students. 

• New and renovated facilities 

• The Russell- Arnold Archive and Thomason Library 

• Lassiter Hall for biology 

• $7 million investment in the upgrade of academic buildings and 
instructional technologies 

• The Confucius Institute/Brown 

International Program Offices 

• Bailey Memorial Stadium 

• The Patrick Center 

• Martin Soccer Stadium 

• Carol International House 

• Senior Hall 

• Springs Campus Center renovations 

• The School of Pharmacy

While it is rewarding to list these accomplishments, I am keenly aware that they 
did not come about with the snap of a finger. They resulted from the dedication and 
perseverance of many in the face of the post 9/11, economic recessions, and the period of 
extraordinary economic growth in between. I am very thankful for the vision, leadership, 
and determined efforts of all who worked and sacrificed to assure these accomplishments. 

Now, as the parameters of the current economic climate continue to unfold and our 
position in that context is understood, it is time to set our course for the next decade. 

We currently have fewer resources than we had imagined or need in order to fulfill 
our mission at the highest level of excellence possible. Just before the Christmas holiday, 
I convened a group we are calling the PC 2012 Steering Committee. PC 2012 and an 
associated $50 million Raise the Torch Campaign are a comprehensive look at who 
we are now and what we need to do going forward to secure our position as one of 
America's finest church-related liberal arts colleges. 

This is another Moving without Leaving Home period for PC. 

I have charged the PC 2012 Steering Committee with very specific tasks. They are to: 
• Conduct a comprehensive evaluation of all academic, student life, athletic, and 
administrative programs. 
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• Analyze our market and understand the challenges and opportunities we are 
likely to face. 

• Develop strategic recommendations for the most efficacious allocation of 
resources to further enhance our reputation, market, and financial position. This 
includes asking the question "Are we doing some things that we no longer need 
or should do?" We ask this question so that our focus is constantly on allocating 
resources to strengthen our overall program and, in particular, the academic 
enterprise. 

• Assess all recommendations in light of current external and internal realities to 
assure that our plans are achievable and sustainable. 

• Submit this analysis to me by April 1, 2011 for consideration. 

Our Board of Trustees joins me in thanking you for all that you have done to assure 
the great progress we have enjoyed. Now we ask that you step forward once again to help 
PC with this new chapter in our history. 

Now for the Challenge! 

One of our alumni trustees and his wife has stepped forward to provide the financial 
fuel for PC 2012 and The Raise the Torch Campaign. They have issued a challenge to 
the other members of the Board. For every $2 a trustee gives, they will match it with 
$1 up to $3 million for a total challenge opportunity of $9 million from our Board of 
Trustees. The Board is well on its way toward claiming that challenge. 

Knowing the dedication of PC's alumni and friends, the Board now issues a challenge 
to you to match dollar for dollar what they will raise. When the trustee challenge and 
alumni and friends' challenge is complete, this will mean $18 million for PC. All of these 
gifts are above and beyond current annual gifts and are for endowment and operations. 
In other words, start with your critical annual fund gift, and add from there. 

Why this particular challenge? $18 million in new assets will reposition our finances 
in the current recession and provide the necessary resources to assure the success of PC 
2012. 

Over the next 12 months, members of our advancement staff and I will be in touch 
with you about these priorities. My schedule will have me travelling more than ever 
before to engage you in this undertaking. We will meet this challenge. This is about 
raising our torch for PC! 

Educational institutions must always focus on the task of preserving the best of the 
past while at the same time helping society evolve by providing the next generation 
of servant leaders. We are about the business of fine-tuning our program for just this 
purpose: providing the leaders for tomorrow. This is what Moving without Leaving 
Home is all about and for us it is captured in our motto: Dum Vivimus Servimus. 

Now we ask that you step forward once again to help PC write this next chapter for 
its future. Please share with us your reactions, your ideas, and your commitment.

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PC captures heart of new Vice President 



They say you only get one shot at making a first 
impression. If Presbyterian College's new vice president 
of enrollment and communications impression of her 
new community is any indication, the college made quite 
a dent. 

"PC captured my heart almost immediately," said 
Deborah Thompson, who was hired in January after a 
national search. "The people here, obviously, are the most 
outstanding feature. Once you start to meet them, you 
see how passionate they are about their lives here - the 
quality of the education, the richness of the culture, its 
character. You really are captivated by the people who 
work here - and that's something in our world today that 
you don't always see. Sometimes when you're out in the 
world, you see a rawness that for me can be very startling. 
PC startled me in another way. I felt very comfortable 
and warm - which is what PC projects." 

The feeling on campus is mutual. In Thompson, the 
PC community recognized a warm, caring individual 
who brings both an engaging spirit and professional 
acumen. In other words - a perfect fit for both. 

"It felt so comfortable from the get-go - which 
presents challenges on both sides," she said with a laugh. 
"Now I have to deliver." 

The Virginia native is poised to do just that, 
however. A cum laude graduate of Emory &c Henry 
College of Emory, Va., she earned her master's 
degree in counseling and human development from 
Radford University in Radford, Va.The majority of her 
professional career has been in admissions and financial 
aid; she served her undergraduate alma matter as director 
of financial aid from 1989-92, as associate dean of 
admissions and financial aid from 1992-98, and dean 
of admissions and financial aid from 1998-2001. She is 
presently the vice president for enrollment management 
at Stetson University in DeLand, Fla.; Thompson will 
join PC's administrative staff as a member of president 
Dr. John Griffith's cabinet this summer. 

In the meantime, Thompson will visit PC 
throughout the spring semester as a consultant and to 
grow more familiar with her new job and new home. 

"As we move through these transition months, I 
have to get to know PC and understand the heart of the 
institution," she said. "That's very important. As a leader 
coming into a new community, it's really important to 
understand how everything works together and how it 
fits and why things are the way they are." 

With more than two decades of experience in higher 
education, Thompson acknowledged there is temptation 
for new leaders to believe they've seen it all and have all 
the answers. But, she said, "I haven't seen it all at PC. 
Each place is unique and it's important not to overlook 
the heart of an institution before you start working 
together to make positive change." 

Again, if Thompson's earliest impressions of PC are 
any indication, the future is bright. 

"PC has a desire to improve and excel and we 
want that experience for everyone and for it to be of 
the highest quality," she said. "One of the most exciting 
things about PC is that, as an institution, the college has 
made some really transformative decisions and now it's 
time to fully embrace and implement those decisions." 

At the top of that list is the decision to open the 
Presbyterian College School of Pharmacy, which opened 
last fall with its inaugural class of 78 students. Adding 
a post-graduate program to a rich liberal arts tradition 
and incorporating it into the college's mission for 
servant leadership, she said, sends a profound message to 
potential students. 

"I'm excited about that possibility and what it's 
going to do for the college because I believe it will open 
up the world of PC to a lot of people who wouldn't have 



looked at us in the past," Thompson said. 

Accepting China's offer to open the only Confucius 
Institute located in a church-related liberal arts college 
is another avenue for focusing the eyes of the world 
onto PC, said Thompson. Understanding China is more 
important than ever, she said, and PC students have the 
opportunity to be at the forefront of geopolitics, global 
trade, and cultural exchange. 

"It's so forward-thinking of PC, "Thompson said. 
"It gives us an opportunity to project the very best of 
American society." 

Thompson said she also looks forward to helping 
college students see the many benefits of being at an 
institution whose student- athletes compete in Division I. 

"It's a very bold decision for an institution our size 
but it brings an energy - a competitiveness and discipline 
to campus that really dovetails very nicely with the 
academic challenge that we want our students and our 
whole community to experience," she said. " It's part of 
what PC is - to be challenged on all levels and to be 
competitive and disciplined and to excel." 

Amidst obvious change, however, there are things 
that are eternal and Thompson said she recognizes those 
as strengths as well at PC. 

"One of the things that was really captivating about 
PC is the faith heritage of the institution because it is 
alive and well at Presbyterian College," she said. "You can 
feel it in your interactions with people here and the way 
people treat each other and the way they approach their 
work and their passion for being here. It's important to 
be true to who you are. It doesn't mean that you have 
to be closed and not open to learning - being open to 
learning more about new cultures and new perspectives is 
the hallmark of the educational experience here at PC. 

"But I love that this institution has held on to its 
foundation as a small liberal arts college - it permeates 
the experience here. I could definitely feel that when 
I was going through the interview process. There is a 
huge temptation in higher education today to try to 
be all things to all people. PC, on the other hand, has 
made some very deliberate choices with how to integrate 
the very best of our faith experience into the needs in 
education today. I really believe that. It paints a very 
bright future for PC." 

And for Thompson - who is eager to jump headfirst 
into her new job and new community. 

"That's important to me - to wake up every 
morning, to love what I do, and be challenged," she said. 
"This is a community I can embrace and that I believe 
will embrace me and my daughter - a place where we 
can be involved in the community. I want to make a 
significant difference." 

Thompson said she and her daughter, Lakeyn, share 
a love of animals and the outdoors; both look forward to 
experiencing small-town living in Clinton. 

"You have a chance to have a big impact on a small 
community and help improve people's lives; that's what I 
like about Clinton and PC," she said. 

With an active teenager who loves softball and 
volleyball, Thompson can expect ample opportunities to 
encourage both her daughter and her daughter's likely 
new teammates. 

Also, Thompson has discovered the value of the 
Upstate's strategic geographical location. 

"I was born in the mountains, so there is an energy I 
get from visiting the mountains that I can't get anywhere 
else," she said. "To have that opportunity to be close to 
those mountains again is important to me. But there is 
something refreshing and renewing for me about going 
to the ocean and just hearing those waves, so I can have 
both here. I get it all!" 
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Al'Lonzo Coleman, Josh Johnson, and Pierre 
Miller are the heart of the Blue Hose basketball team. 
As freshmen and sophomores, two and three years ago, 
they either started or played in every game, leading 
the team as they beat some Division I teams and hung 
tough against others who take the NCAA tournament 
for granted: Duke, Wake Forest, NC State, Ohio State, 
and others. 

The Blue Hose already knew the first year they'd 
have their own chance to play in the NCAA tourna- 
ment would be next year, the 2011-2012 season, the 
year after Coleman, Johnson, and Miller were expected 
to graduate. 

So, to better position the basketball team during its 
DI transition, the team's three most experienced players 
sat out last year. And the team struggled against DI 
teams they nearly beat - and did beat— the two years 
before. 

"It was one of the toughest things to do, just sit 
there and watch," Pierre Miller said about redshirting 
his junior year. "Just watching your teammates play, 
knowing there's no way you could possibly help them. It 
was really tough." 

But the year would be worth it: the younger players 
would get the necessary DI experience to complement 
the more seasoned Coleman, Johnson, and Miller as the 
Blue Hose would make a run for the Big South confer- 
ence title and a shot at the Big Dance, every young 
basketball player's dream growing up. 

Except things didn't go as planned. Before the 
season started, the NCAA notified Coach Gregg Nibert 
and all PC coaches that their transition to DI would be 
delayed another year as the school submitted another 
self-study, a critical part of the transition to DI. 

For Coleman, Johnson, and Miller, the news meant 
that, although they sat out an entire year for a chance 
to play in their conference tournament and the NCAA 
tournament, they wouldn't get that chance after all. 

Nibert invited them to his house so he could break 
the news. 

"We were thinking to ourselves, 'Here we go again, 
another typical coaches' meeting,'" Coleman said. "We 



were just thinking that it couldn't be anything worse 
than what we've been dealing with." 

But it was. The three team leaders listened in 
shock as their coach, fighting back tears, told them they 
wouldn't be able to play in the tournament next year. 

"Coach told us, 'Whatever you decide to do, if you 
want to transfer now, I will help you to the best of my 
abilities so you might be able to play this year,'" Cole- 
man said. "Or if you want to graduate this year, you can 
because you're seniors. Or you can come back next year.' 

"Pretty much he gave us the decision. It was up to 
us. 

The team leaders decided to talk about the situation 
in Johnson and Miller's room before a basketball team 
meeting later that day. 

"We just talked, and I was basically telling them 
that all three of us have been coming closer to Christ 
over the last couple of years," Coleman said. "I told 
them I felt like this was a test of our faith. 

"It was always our dream," he added, "growing up as 
kids, to play in the NCAA tournament. We knew we'd 
have just one shot, coming in as freshmen, but that was 
taken away from us. But when we were talking about it, 
we realized there are bigger things than basketball." 

Johnson and Miller agreed. 

In fact, Miller, who led the team in assists as a 
freshman, said how his relationship with God matured 
during his redshirt season was the most significant event 
that's taken place since he's been at PC. Also, the point 
guard said he couldn't leave his team. 

"I didn't want the team to feel like I was leaving 
them because we had an adverse circumstance," Miller 
said. "We always told the team that we've got each oth- 
ers' backs. I wanted them to know, through good times 
and bad times, I'd still be there for them." 

And Johnson, who became a Christian during his 
redshirt season, also accepted the news in stride. 

"There are always going to be setbacks in life," 
Johnson said. "There are always going to be things that 
don't go your way. Perseverance through the bad times 
is something that helps you develop into a well-rounded 
human being." 



According to Nibert, the decision made by his 
three leaders on the court affected the entire team. 

"The other guys saw how Al'Lonzo, Josh, and 
Pierre's careers were affected and how they handled it," 
Nibert said. "It was a testimony to all those younger 
kids that if these guys aren't crying about it and whin- 
ing about it, then I have nothing to cry and whine 
about. They were an example for everybody." 

Coleman, Johnson, and Miller have led the Blue 
Hose again this year, playing for a coach, a team, and a 
school that accepted them during campus visits before 
they ever put on their Blue Hose jerseys. 

This year the Blue Hose have already earned the 
program's biggest wins ever, defeating Wake Forest and 
Auburn in consecutive road games. 

"The awe factor of being at a Wake Forest or being 
at an Ohio State or being at an Auburn is not there 
anymore," Johnson said. "We know we can beat these 
teams, and we obviously did. 

"The mindset is different. We don't come in there 
thinking, 'This is PC versus Wake Forest.' We see our 
five guys versus their five guys. We go out there and try 
to implement our game plan to be best of our ability." 

The greatest setback for the team on the court has 
been the recent season-ending ankle injury to Coleman. 
The Blue Hose center, who has endured much in his 
career, has accepted the injury as "a part of the game." 

"The way Al'Lonzo has handled it has been 
tremendous," Nibert said. "I think he's grown up even 
more, realizing just how important his teammates are 
and how sometimes you take things for granted in this 
game. I see him just growing up to another level." 

Coleman, Johnson, and Miller led the Blue Hose 
in nearly all offensive categories during their freshman 
and sophomore seasons, two important seasons in PC's 
transition to Division I. Their greatest contribution to 
the program may be how they've handled adversity 
and shown the significance of sacrifice- all for the sake 
of helping the Blue Hose basketball program rise to 
another level. 
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Scarborough's book is "effective" in Chinese 






When Presbyterian College's Norman Scarborough 
wrote a book on small business entrepreneurship, little 
did he know that he would become THE author of 
THE book on small business entrepreneurship - or that 
it would make its way to China. 

Nonetheless, 30 years and 10 editions later, the 
William Henry Scott III Associate Professor of 
Entrepreneurship finds his Effective Small Business 
Management: An Entrepreneurial Approach as the 
premiere college textbook on small business. 

Earlier this year, Scarborough was recognized 
for his body of work when the U.S. Association for 
Small Business and Entrepreneurship named him a 
Longenecker Fellow, the organization's highest honor. 

This spring, Scarborough also learned that the ninth 
edition of his book has been translated into Chinese. 

"Can't read a word of it," he said, "but it's really neat 
to know that it's being used in China." 

Obviously, Scarborough's expertise is far-reaching, 
even if his current students don't fully know it. He is, 
however, quite well-known in national small business 
circles. 

"He is demonstrably an outstanding undergraduate 
professor," said Jerry Katz, the Coleman Foundation 
Chair in Entrepreneurship at St. Louis University, "and 
in his texts and in his classroom, he is a credit to the 
discipline of small business and entrepreneurship." 

And a credit to PC. A member of the college 
faculty since 1979, Scarborough is the 2006 S.C. 
Professor of the Year. He has served as a member of the 
board of directors for the Laurens County Health Care 
System, the Laurens County Chamber of Commerce, 
and the Clinton Economic Development Corporation 
and is also the author of Essential of Entrepreneurship 
and Small Business Management.

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Tangerine Bowl Squad celebrates 50-year anniversary 



They'll gather this spring to watch a college 
football team practice and scrimmage. They'll remind 
one another of feats now more than a half-century past. 
They'll catch up on milestones - the grandchildren and 
retirement plans, even the operations and the funerals. 
And they'll remain united by the unyielding ties that 
transcend the passing of time - one magical season for 
Blue Hose football. 

The 1960 Tangerine Bowl squad is inarguably 
Presbyterian College's most storied team, the only 
group from Presbyterian College to play in a national 
bowl game. In 1960, the sixth-ranked Blue Hose played 
in one of only six bowl games, pitted against Middle 
Tennessee State in what is now the Capital One Bowl 
(and formerly the Citrus Bowl) in Orlando, Fla. 

Last year, 28 members of the Tangerine Bowl team 
traveled to Orlando to be recognized between quarters 
of the Capital One Bowl game between Louisiana 
State University and Penn State University. Arranged 
by David Parrish '62, an end on the team who became 
an attorney, the team was treated royally, according 



to Bill Hill '63, who wrote about the experience in his 
hometown Clinton Chronicle. 

"The highlight on game day was when the Blue 
Hose were brought onto the field between the first and 
second quarters and introduced to the crowd," wrote 
Hill. "Although the team wasn't mentioned on T.V., 
we received a standing ovation from the crowds on 
both sides of the stadium and we were shown on the 
Jumbotron. The public address announcer told of our 
50th anniversary and he said that it was also the 50th 
anniversary of Capital One's affiliation with bowl games. 
Especially touching was our treatment by the LSU 
cheerleaders as they led the fans with a 'Go Presbyterian 
cheer as we exited the playing field. 

"The 1959 Presbyterian Blue Hose were truly a 
special bunch and probably rescued football at PC, as 
there were many faculty and staff pushing to do away 
with sports as Erskine had done a few years earlier. The 
team had its share of stars, but there were no prima 
donnas." 



One such star for the team and in the Tangerine 
Bowl was quarterback and safety Bob Waters, who was 
named Most Outstanding Player for the Tangerine 
Bowl game even though the Blue Hose lost 21-12. 

Despite the outcome, the team continues to hold 
a special place in the history of Blue Hose sports and 
continue to hold tightly to their friendships. Touched 
by their experiences at PC and on the field, players 
have established the Coach Frank Jones Memorial 
Scholarship Fund in honor of their head football coach. 

"Coaches Frank Jones and Vic Spooner were as 
good as coaches get, and both later coached in Division 
I," Hill stated. " Coach Jones later had a few of his 
teams at the University of Richmond play in this very 
same bowl." 

Hill also noted the team's great love of their alma 
mater. 

"A prime example of the closeness of this team was 
the fact that Mac Copeland was buried in his block T' 
letterman's jacket because he felt so strongly about his 
years at PC." 
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Service highlighted in national journal article 



Spreading the gospel of Dum Vivimus Servimus 
one publication at a time, a quartet of professors at the 
Presbyterian College School of Pharmacy have authored 
an article soon to be published in a national journal. 
Assistant professors of pharmacy practice Dr. 
Nancy Hope, Dr. Kayce M. Shealy, Dr. Jaime Foushee, 
and Katherine R. Gerrald wrote "While We Live, We 
Serve: Establishing Pharmacy as a Service-Oriented 
Profession from a New Practitioner Perspective," which 
will be published this spring in the American Journal of 
Health Systems Pharmacy. 

The article's corresponding author, Hope is a 
2004 alumna of PC and thus has more than passing 
knowledge of an education steeped in service. 

"Our goal was to target new practitioners like us 
and encourage them to use their talents and also to 
promote the motto of our college," she said. "We were 
really lucky, this is a pretty prominent publication and 
its articles are peer-reviewed. Our article was accepted 
right away without asking for any revisions." 

Undoubtedly, the article's premise is compelling 
enough. In it, the authors make a strong case for 
pharmacists to serve their profession and others. 

"The foundation of this profession is expressed in 
the Oath of a Pharmacist, which states each individual 
vows to devote their professional life to the service of all 
humankind through the profession of pharmacy, making 
their primary concern the welfare of humanity and the 
relief of human suffering," the article states. 

The article goes on to highlight a number of 
opportunities for pharmacists to serve beyond their daily 
duties - volunteering locally at free clinics or health fairs 
or meeting the needs of others through medical mission 
trips. 

New practitioners are encouraged, too, to think 
about future pharmacists. 

"Incorporating service into the daily routine of 
a new practitioner has benefits that extend beyond 
community assistance and personal fulfillment," the 
authors write. "New practitioners, particularly those 
involved in a college of pharmacy or postgraduate 
training program, often have opportunities to encourage 
learners to become involved in service. By placing a high 
priority on volunteerism, young professionals can serve 
as role models and mentors to further develop pharmacy 
as a service-oriented profession." 

Hope credits all of the authors for their 
contributions to the article. 

"We're all four of us new practitioners who work in

different areas and come from different backgrounds," 
she said. "But we all share service to the profession." 

For her part, Hope is thrilled to put into practice 
not only her own experience but also to impart it to 
others. 

"It's been absolutely amazing coming back to teach 
here at the School of Pharmacy," she said. "I was able to 
take everything I learned at PC - which got me through 
pharmacy school - and instill those same qualities in 
my students. And for them to receive a high level of 
training at a school that has such strong values is great. 
We're going to graduate really top-notch professionals 
who have a passion for pharmacy and for service." 

In addition to her teaching duties at the School 
of Pharmacy, Hope is practicing in-patient internal 
medicine pharmacy at Self Regional Hospital in 
Greenwood, S.C, where she gets to interact with 
patients and will eventually welcome students as 
they gain important training experiences outside the 
classroom. 

As both a PC graduate and pharmacist, Hope is 
carrying on a proud tradition of service. Her father, 
Robert, is also a pharmacist and PC alumnus. Her 
uncles, Charlie Jordan and Harold Hope are PC alumni, 
as well. Her youngest brother, David, is a freshman at 
the college.

Williams builds stellar career in music 



Robin Williams left Presbyterian College in 1969 
with a degree in history, a guitar, and a dream of becoming 
a professional musician. More than four decades later - long 
after the dream has been made reality - the singer, song- 
writer, and musician has built an enviable career and, more 
importantly, an enriched life. 

With his wife, Linda, whom he met in 1971, Williams has 
enjoyed a very successful run. Robin and Linda Williams and 
Their Fine Group have recorded 20 albums; performed live 
at the Grand Ole Opry and on "Austin City Limits;" had their 
songs recorded by the likes of Emmylou Harris, Tom T. Hall, 
Kathy Mattea, and Mary Chapin Carpenter; and played at 
concert halls, festivals, and clubs around the world. 

They are perhaps best known for their frequent ap- 
pearances on public radio's "The Prairie Home Companion" 
with Garrison Keillor. The Williams began their long associa- 
tion with the weekly show in 1 975 and are one-half - with 
Keillor and Kate McKenzie - of the Hopeful Gospel Quartet, 
which has produced several albums of its own. Keillor offers 
high praise to his co-performers and friends. 



"Individually their voices can melt cheese, and in duet 
they can do all-purpose welding," he stated. 

Last summer, Robin and Linda toured with Keillor's The 
Summer Love Tour and will reunite with their longtime col- 
laborator this July for The Prairie Home Companion at Sea, a 
weeklong cruise. 

Performing their signature blend of bluegrass, folk, 
old-time, and acoustic country music in front of live audi- 
ences is what Robin and Linda Williams do best. 

On their website, Robin stated, "Our livelihood depends 
on good stage performances — that's what we do better 
than anything else. Some people are great studio artists, but 
we are not because we don't go into the studio that often. 

"Over the years, we've gotten good enough at it, but 
our first calling is to be good live performers. ... It comes 
from years of being onstage and realizing that every audi- 
ence is important, whether it's 20 people there or 200 or 
2,000 — it makes no difference. You give the same show 
and the same amount of energy. That has served us well."
